Mystery  Writer  Philip  Craig  In 
"A  vineyard  scape  who  done  it?" 


After  a  20  year  losing  streak,  mystery  writer  Philip 
Craig  started  on  a  roll.  Since  then  he  has  written  and 
published  eight  novels  but  he  doesn't  consider  himself  to 
be  famous-just  determined.  After  he  published  his  first 
book,  he  said  he  thought  of  himself  as  a  "writer." 

"I  remember  thinking-  I'm  a  writer-until  I  wrote  a 
novel  and  no  one  bought  it.  I  wrote  for  20  years  until  I  sold 
another  novel,"  said  mystery  writer  Philip  Craig  to  an 
audience  of  women  from  the  Sippican  Woman's  Club  at 
Handy's  Tavern  in  Marion  last  week. 

"I'm  not  famous  yet,"  he  joked,  although  he  does 
receive  letters  from  readers  in  New  England  and  Martha's 
Vineyard,  where  most  of  his  novels  take  place.  He  said  the 
20-year  losing  streak  ended  when  he  decided  to  try  to 
write  a  book  that  would  sell.  Somehow,  this  cattle  rancher 
ended  up  writing  a  series  of  mysteries  which  take  place  in 
Martha's  Vineyard. 

Mr.  Craig,  who  grew  up  on  a  cattle  ranch  in 
Colorado,  said  he  never  had  been  east  of  the  Mississippi 
until  he  ended  up  at  Boston  University  where  he  majored 
in  Religion  and  Philosophy.  At  that  time  he  wanted  to 
become  a  minister. 

One  of  his  reasons  for  choosing  that  university 
was  because  he  wanted  to  see  the  ocean  and  join  the 
Fencing  Team  where  he  met  his  wife  Shirley,  a  third 
generation  Vineyarder.  "I'd  never  been  on  the  island,"  he 
said.  He  expected  to  see  a  pile  of  sand  with  a  palm  tree. 
Boy,  was  he  in  for  a  surprise.  Since  1955  he  has  spent  every 
summer  on  Martha's  Vineyard.  He  claims  to  know  the 
island  like  the  back  of  his  hand,  which  helps  when  writing 
mystery  novels  based  there.  "I've  always  wanted  to  be  a 
writer.  I  was  really  a  reader  like  most  of  you,"  he  said.  But 
he's  not  the  Shakepearian  type.  He  said  he  read  whatever 
he  found  in  the  closet  of  his  one  room  classroom  in 
Colorado.  "I  read  Tarzan,"  he  said. 

The  reality  was  that  most  writers  can't  make  a 
living  at  it.  "The  average  writer  makes  $5,000  a  year,"  he 
said.  He  decided  to  get  his  master's  degree  from  the 
University  of  Iowa  to  teach  English.  He  is  presently  a 
professor  at  Wheelock  College.  After  20  years  of  rejection 
from  publishers  he  sat  down  with  his  wife  to  figure  out 
how  to  write  a  "sellable"  book.  "She  said  that  was  a  good 
idea,  the  problem  was  we  didn't  know  what  sold,"  he 
explained. 

He  and  his  wife  made  a  40  cent  investment  and 
bought  a  couple  of  Sydney  Sheldon  and  Robert  Ludlow 
novels  at  a  yard  sale  to  see  if  they  could  figure  out  the 
secret  of  their  success.  "We  read  the  books,  we  didn't  like 
them."  He  said  many  bestsellers  books  were 
"overwritten." 

He  did,  however,  come  up  with  the  main 


ingredients  to  make  his  books  sellable.  He  wrote  his  first 
Vineyard  series  book  in  1987.  First  he  said,  "you  need  a 
hero,  in  his  30s  who  is  handsome  and  worldly.  He's  got  to 
have  that  special  something,"  said  Mr.  Craig.  Then  the 
heroine  has  to  be  in  her  mid  20s,  beautiful,  and  not  so 
worldly.  Of  course  the  plot  takes  place  in  an  exotic 
location,  "where  things  can  happen,  unlike  Marion,  where 
they  never  happen,"  he  joked.  Then  there  has  got  to  be  a 
crime.  "Something  like  murder,"  he  added.  A  lovestory 
must  also  accompany  the  story.  "The  crime  plot  and  the 
love  plot  have  got  to  be  closely  tied  together,  not  random. 
There's  justice  and  triumph  at  the  end,"  he  said.  And  the 
last  main  ingredient  has  got  to  involve  money,  very  large 
amounts  of  money. 

When  writing  a  mystery  novel,  Mr.  Craig  said 
sometimes  he  is  two  thirds  of  the  way  done  with  a  book 
when  he  finally  figures  out  "who  did  it."  Sometimes  he 
writes  a  total  chapter  from  a  dream  he's  had.  In  his  first 
mystery  novel  written  "A  Beautiful  Place  To  Die,"  he  had 
to  do  some  heavy  research  to  try  to  solve  a  crime.  That 
meant  having  to  solve  the  crime  in  reality.  The  hero 
doesn't  have  to  run  into  all  the  dead  ends  the  author  does, 
because  he  is  supposed  to  be  witty. 

His  series  is  about  an  ex-Boston  police  officer  J.W. 
Jackson,  who  escapes  to  Martha's  Vineyard  to  find  solace 
from  the  unrelenting  violence  of  the  big  city.  The  heroine  is 
a  Portuguese  woman,  Zee,  who  is  his  lady  love.  His 
scenes  are  often  set  on  Martha's  Vineyard  as  he  knows  it, 
not  as  a  tourist  would  know  it.  He  knows  where  all  the 
obscure  beaches  and  cliffs  are.  "They  see  it  (the  island)  as

they  would  never  see  it  before,"  he  said.  His  first  Martha's 
Vineyard  book,  "A  Beautiful  Place  to  Die,"  was  an 
immediate  hit  with  his  publishers.  It  took  him  about  seven 
months  to  finish  writing  it.  "I  didn't  know  it  would  be  a 
series,"  he  admitted. 

He  said  he  didn't  realize  it  would  be  a  series  until 
he  read  on  the  cover,  "A  Martha's  Vineyard  Mystery." 
"That  usually  indicates  a  series."  He  said  it  was  funny 
because  he  intended  for  J.W.  and  Zee  to  have  a  one  night 
stand.  Other  books  of  his  include,  "The  Double  Minded 
Men,"  "The  Woman  Who  Walked  Into  The  Sea,"  "A  Case 
Of  Vineyard  Poison"  and  "Cliff  Hanger."  He  is  also 
working  on  a  book  about  a  Presidential  visit  to  Martha's 
Vineyard.  The  book  is  about  Chelsea  Clinton,  who  wants 
to  lead  a  normal  life  for  a  few  days  and  runs  away  from 
the  secret  service  agents.  J.W.  finds  out  someone  is  actually 
threatening  her  life. 

His  advice  to  struggling  writers  is  to  "steal  as 
much  as  you  can,"  at  least  until  you  can  develop  a  style. 
He  suggested  pretending  you're  a  certain  writer,  but 
using  your  own  material.  This  will  help  you  find  out  if 
you  even  like  to  write  a  certain  way. 

The  Sippican  Woman's  Club  was  grateful  for  his 
appearance  at  their  meeting  last  week.  Debbie  Bush  of  the 
Sippican  Woman's  Club,  who  worked  with  Mr.  Craig  at 
Wheelock  College,  hadn't  seen  him  since  1982.

The  board  began  the  meeting  with  the 
signing  of  the  warrants,  commitments,  tax  refunds, 
and  minutes  of  last  week's  meeting.  The  board 
received  a  letter  from  the  Massachusetts  DEP  about 
emergency  snow  disposal,  but  the  town  has  had  no 
problem  in  this  area. 

Members  of  Alewives  Anonymous,  Inc.  sent 
a  letter  discussing  their  "objective  of  having  500,000 
alewives  per  year  enter  Snipatuit  Pond  to  spawn." 
Since  the  average  spawning  is  currently  50,000  fish, 
there  is  a  lot  of  work  ahead  to  achieve  this  in  their 
proposed  eight  years.  Their  goal  of  half  a  million 
comes  from  comparable  numbers  recorded  at  the 
turn  of  the  last  century. 

At  7:05  pm  the  board  met  with  James  R. 
Gurney,  Deputy  Herring  Inspector.  He  told  them 
that  the  annual  herring  meeting  will  take  place  on 
January  25;  Mattapoisett  Selectmen  will  hold  the 
power  to  make  decisions,  although  Marion  and 
Rochester  Selectmen  can  offer  suggestions  and 
comments.  Mr.  Gurney  asked  the  Selectmen  to  send 
a  representative  of  the  board  with  their 
recommendations  in  writing  and  the  board  agreed. 

"We  definitely  support  conservation,"  said 
Chairman  Winters. 

"Absolutely,"  seconded  Selectman  Dickerson.

requested  their  annual  appropriation  of  $150  for 
1996-1997. 

The  Trust  for  Public  Land  (TPL)  submitted  a 
letter  which  told  the  Selectman  that  postponing  the 
presentation  of  the  proposed  open  space  acquisition 
would  not  be  possible  without  endangering  the 
project.  The  board  met  with  Arthur  Badger  Blackett, 
Jr.,  the  senior  project  manager  for  (TPL)  Carol  E. 
Garey,  chairman  of  the  finance  committee,  and 
George  T.J.  Walker  of  the  planning  board  at  7:15  pm 
to  discuss  the  matter.  Mr.  Blackett  said  that  TPL 
would  be  unable  to  present  it  to  the  townspeople  at 
the  regular  town  meeting.  If  the  town  voted  against 
it,  the  owners  of  the  property  would  miss  the  biggest 
selling  season.  Both  properties  have  back-up  buyers, 
and  the  Boatworks  would  would  not  agree  to  a 
delay  of  two  to  three  months. 

The  properties  make  up  about  16  acres  of 
land  on  Hammett's  Cove  with  1500  feet  of  water 
frontage,  a  nice  view,  and  a  boat  ramp.  Buying  this 
land  will  prevent  any  change  in  physical  character  of 
that  waterfront  and  prevent  very  large 
developments  from  moving  in.  $600,000  for  the  land 
will  come  from  the  town,  and  $400,000  will  come 
from  a  developer  who  made  an  offer  on  the  Jenny 
property  a  few  days  after  the  town's  bid.  He  has 
agreed  to  give  the  town  the  larger  and  better  parcel. 
He  will  create  24  small  units  on  land  that  will 
hopefully  reflect  new  zoning  laws.  The  new  housing 
will  be  for  retirees  with  non-school  age  children. 
This  will  not  impact  the  crowding  problem  at  local 
schools,  but  it  will  provide  much  needed  new 
housing.

At  7:15  pm  Selectmen  met  with  Police  Chief 
Walter  V.  Denham  and  Chief  Dispatcher  Susan 
Kucinski  to  discuss  an  article  for  the  Town  Meeting 
Warrant.  Selectmen  approved  adding  a  $41,000 
article  on  the  warrant  for  a  computer  to  be  used  by 
the  Police,  Fire  and  the  Communications 
Departments.  The  computer  would  integrate  the 
three  departments  to  help  keep  records,  reports,  and 
personnel  records.  Chief  Denham  added  that  most 
police  departments  are  already  using  something 
similar  to  this  in  house  software  and  hardware.  The 
computer  would  also  provide  helpful  background 
information  for  each  department  before  they 
responded  to  a  call  such  as  hazardous  chemicals  or  a 
dangerous  pet  at  a  given  location.  Enhanced  9-1-1 
will  be  compatible  with  the  system. 

Selectman  Hughes  made  a  motion  to  put  the 
article  on  the  annual  warrant.  "We'll  see  how  it  will 
be  handled  by  the  Finance  Committee,"  he  said. 
Although  the  departments  plan  to  buy  the 
equipment,  the  word  lease  will  also  be  included  on 
the  article  to  keep  their  options  open. 

Under  old  business,  Selectman  Hawkes  said 
she  had  received  a  request  from  the  Veterans  Council 
to  put  up  a  plague  for  the  Persian  Gulf  War  Veterans. 
Selectmen  approved  the  request  and  added  $75  to 
the  Memorial  Day  budget  for  the  expense. 

Selectman  Hughes  made  a  motion  to  send 
only  full-time  police  officers  to  receive  training  in 
Enhanced  9-1-1.

/  recently  noticed  that  both  my  cat  and  dog  have  fleas,  what  can  I  do? 
If  your  dog  or  cat  has  fleas  in  the  winter  it  means  that  fleas 
have  set  up  a  house  in  your  home.  The  only  way  to  get  rid  of 
the  fleas  on  your  pet  is  to  simultaneously  get  rid  of  the  fleas  in 
the  house  as  well  as  on  your  pets. 

How  can  I  get  the  fleas  out  of  the  house? 

A  thorough  vacuuming  will  help  (throw  away  the  bag).  In  ad- 
dition, treating  the  house  with  a  spray  containing  an  insecticide 
to  kill  the  adult  fleas  and  an  insect  growth  regulator  to  prevent 
flea  eggs  and  larvae  from  developing  into  adults  is  an  effective 
way  to  control  the  problem.  If  you  have  a  large  home,  it  may  be 
a  good  idea  to  contact  a  pest  control  service. 

How  can  I  prevent  my  home  from  becoming  infested  with  fleas? 
Talk  to  your  veterinarian  about  Program,  a  new,  once  a  month 
tablet  that  acts  to  sterilize  fleas  so  they  can  not  reproduce  in 
your  house.  Another  product  is  the  Ovitrol  flea  collar  which  ac- 
complishes the  same  task.

New  Bedford  Whaling  Museum 

The  Old  Dartmouth  Historical  Society-New 
Bedford  Whaling  Museum  has  recently  opened  a 
new  long-term  exhibit  entitled  "New  Bedford 
Glass."  This  exhibit  focuses  on  the  entire  history  of 
glassmaking  in  New  Bedford  from  the  opening  of 
New  Bedford  Glass  Company  to  the  departure  of 
Pairpoint  Gunderson  from  the  city  in  1956. 

Utilizing  glasswares  from  the  collection  of 
the  former  New  Bedford  Glass  Museum  as  well  as 
from  the  Whaling  Museum's  own  collection,  the 
exhibit  includes  typical  examples  of  manufactures 
from  all  periods  of  glassmaking  in  New  Bedford. 

Glassmaking  came  to  New  Bedford  in  1866 
with  the  organization  of  the  New  Bedford  Glass 
Company.  Under  the  direction  of  Superintendent 
Theodore  Kern,  formerly  of  the  Boston  and 
Sandwich  Glass  Company,  and  New  Bedford  native 
Thomas  B.  Wilcox,  the  buildings  rose  quickly,  and 
the  factory  was  open  by  April  of  the  next  year.  The 
factory  made  blown  and  pressed  goods,  both 
utiliarian  and  decorative.  However,  with  the  poor 
business  climate  for  glass  manufacturers  after  the 
Civil  War,  and  Kern's  unexpected  illness,  the 
business  enterprise  was  short-lived,  closing  late  in 
1868. 

The  closing  of  New  Bedford  Glass  Company 
left  the  city  with  an  up-to-date  glassmaking  facility, 
which  was  soon  purchased  by  Mount  Washington 
Glass  Works  of  South  Boston.  The  company 
relocated  in  New  Bedford,  where  it  continued  to 
make  fine  globes  and  shades  for  lamps,  as  well  as 
other  household  objects.  After  the  financial 
depression  of  1873,  the  company  reorganized  as 
Mount  Washington  Glass  Company,  with  Frederick 
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Shirley  as  manager.  Mount  Washington  is  most 
remembered  today  for  the  varieties  of  art  glass 
developed  under  Shirley's  leadership. 

In  1880,  Pairpoint  Manufacturing  Compan 
organized,  and  located  next  to  the  Mount 
Washington  factory,  to  manufacture  silver  plated 
metalware  products.  From  the  beginning,  Pairpoii 
made  bases  and  accessories  for  the  products  of  trv 
neighboring  glass  manufactory.  In  1894,  Pairpoint 
purchased  Mount  Washington,  combining  the 
manufacture  of  glass  and  metal  products  under  or 
firm.  Always  a  staple  of  the  firm,  lamps  became 
increasingly  important  products  for  the  new  firm. 
1907,  Pairpoint  received  a  patent  for  "electroiler" 
lamps.  The  company  continued  until  November 
1937,  when  the  glass  and  silverware  departments 
were  closed. 

Glass  manufacturing  resumed  at  the 
Pairpoint  factory  in  1939  as  Gunderson  Glass  Works, 
Inc.  under  the  management  of  Robert  Gunderson, 
one  of  the  foremost  glassmakers  in  the  world.  After 
Gunderson's  death  in  1952,  the  furnaces  were  finally 
shut  down,  ending  90  years  of  glassmaking  in  New 
Bedford. 

The  names  of  Mount  Washington  and 
Pairpoint  are  well-known;  lesser  known  are  the 
smaller  glassmakers  which  formed  as  spin-offs  of 
the  large  companies,  as  former  employees  set  up 
their  own  businesses.  Represented  in  the  exhibit  are 
works  of  the  Smith  Brothers  (1873-1903),  Samuel  R. 
Bowie  &  Company  (1876-1882)  and  Arthur  L. 
Blackmer  (1894-1916). 

The  New  Bedford  Whaling  Museum  is  open 
from  9:00  am  to  5:00  pm  seven  days  a  week.
